[Text] Tirana, 13 Oct (ATA)--The experience of Albania fully testifies to the 
fact that only in a socialist country as ours which marches consistently on the 
Marxist-Leninist road, can the just solution of the gutual cooperation that 
exists between the demographic changes, socio-economic progress and the eleva- 
tion of the material and cultural level of the people, be achieved. This 
experience turns down also all the bourgeois-revisionist and reactionary pseudo- 
theories of the neomalthusians etc., which propagate the gost inhuman measures 
and ways against allegedly the danger of overcrowding of the world, writes Petro 
Dode, chairman of the State Planning Commission, in an article carried in the 
newspaper ZERI I POPULLIT about the demographic development of Albania. Under 
the care of the party, in our country, where the socioeconomic development is 
carried out on the basis of the economic and objective laws of socialism, the 
author writes, the fast rates, in the increase of the social production have been 
a basic factor to ensure and incite the rapid growth of the population, whereas 
the numerical increase of population on its part, and the complete activation of 
the active population in valuable social work has ever swore become an important 
social factor to ensure and keep at high rates the increase of the social pro- 
duction, the allsided strengthening of our socialist orde, and the constant 
uplifting of the material and cultural level of the people. 


For this reason, within us [in Albania], all the problems thar have to do with 
the growth of population are solved and will be solved succe,sfully in the 
future too, so that the demographic process develop and be directed on scien~ 
tific basis. 


The essential feature within us is the rapid growth of population. In 1980 as 
against 1938 the population of Albania has increased by 2.6 times at an average 
annual rate of increase by 2.57 per cent, which is amongst the highest in Europe. 
This has been made possible both due to the increase of child-births per 1,000 
inhabitants and the decrease of deaths. the average life-span of the people has 
amounted today to 69.2 years, from 38.3 that was before liberation. This testi- 
fies to the increase of the people's well-being. Very positive is the fact that 
the average age of population within us, is 25.7 years. The domination of young- 
aged people in the structure of population has avoided the phenomenon of the 
growing old of the population, which is actually a national misfortune for many 
countries of Europe. 











After pointing out that the growth of population has occurred both in the city 
and countryside, Petro Dode mentions facts that show that the correct Marxist- 
Leninist policy pursued by the party for the construction of socialise has 
brought about deep transformations in the material, social and cultural condi- 
tions and in the mode of living of our people, which have ensured and ain at 
the growth of population at high rates in the future as well. 


As compared with the pre-liberation period, the social production of the country 
has increased about 13 times and the consumption per capita over 3 times. ‘The 
liquidation once and forever of the unemployment and emigration that were great 
social wounds before liberation, the improvement of the living conditions, the 
education and medical service free of charge, the establishment of the system of 
social assurances and pensions in the city and countryside, the electrification 
of all the villages, the removal of all levies and taxes, lowering of prices in 
different periods of time and their stability, the lowering of the tariffs of 
public services and house-rents etc., have increased the level of the material 
and cultural well-being of the working masses and have been a basis to stimulate 
the rapid increase of population. The laws adopted of late by the People's 
Assembly reflect the great care taken by the party of 

mothers before and after child-birth and for 

which are necessary conditions to ensure the rapid growth of population. 


A characteristic feature of the demographic development 
whole period of socialist construction is the growth at higher rates 


of the active 
forces as compared with the rates of the increase of population. in 1961 as 
against 1938 the number of the employed workers in different sectors of economy 


and culture has increased 28.3 times, in the countryside too, in 1980 as comps 
with 1967, the year when the collectivisation of agriculture ended, the number 


the active forces employed in the cooperativist sector has increased by 37.2 per 
cent. 


The draft directives of the 7th Five-Year Plan writes in conclusion Petro Dode, 
open major vistas for the development of the productive forces at faster rates 
and ensure the solution of the problems for the demographic development and the 
efficient employment of the new active forces. 


On the basis of studies of the demographic development it is forecast that in 
1985 the total population of Albania reach the figure of about 3 sillion people.

[Text] Varna, 14 Oct (BTA)--"There is not a single problem in the contemporary 
world that can be solved without the active participation of the mass information 
media. Their role keeps growing and their possibilities in the conditions of 
techno-scientific progress are getting extremely great. The reactionary forces, 
however, are using these possibili’:ies not for mutual acquaintance and getting 
closer together of peoples, but f + the carrying through of their aggressive aims," 
reads a greetings message of Mr Todor Zhivkov, president of the State Council, 

to the international forum on defending the progressive and democratic journalists, 
which opened here today. 


The meeting is attended by representatives of 33 national journalist unions and of 
seven international organizations of Asia, Africa, Latin America and Europe. 


Their aim is to express, on the eve of the congress of the International 

tion of Journalists to be opened on 19 October in Moscow, backing to and solidarity 
with the progressive and democratic journalists all over the world subjected to 
repression and persecuted by regimes of reaction and dictatorship. 


The initiators of the meeting are the International Organisation of Journalists 
and the International Association of Jurists Democrats. 


It is emphasized in Mr Todor Zhivkov's greetings that the transnational information 
monopolies are trying to impose on people such a view of the world as is suitable 
for themselves. The Bulgarian leader assures the participants in the forum that 

in their struggle against informational monopoliem the progressive and democratic 
journalists will always have socialist Bulgaria's backing. 


"I acclaim the initiative to support the journalists who are fighting against 
imperialism, colonialism and neo-colonialicm, against monoplizing the mass informa- 
tion media, against war propaganda, for peace and understanding among peoples,”

Mr Veselin Yosifov, chairman of the Union of Bulgarian Journalists, who is also 
chairman of the Social Commission of the International Organisation of Journalists 
put forward for discussion a proposal for a draft of a statute of a permanent body 
for defending the progressive and democratic journalists.

At the meeting questions related to the new information order and to the struggle 
for defending the journalists’ rights are also to be discussed. Mr Yosifov said 
that this is obligatory because of the anxiety the activity of the Western agencies 
and publications evokes. "They have taken the monopoly over disseminating infor- 
mation in Africa, Asia and Latin America, and are trying to have some influence 

on the ideological situation in the young states. The people are offered semi- 
truths, false sensations and b/ased announcements,” the chairman of the Union of 
Bulgarian Journalists said. 


Prof (Kaarel Nordenstreng), chairman of the International Organisation of Journalists, 
took the floor and said that ‘he United Nations organisation and UNESCO have taken 
measures in defence of the journalists’ rights and freedoms in the last decades. 
"Through UNESCO the internatia\al journalistic world maintains the progressive 
understanding for defending jou.-nalists' rights and freedoms,” he said. 


According to (Prof Nordenstreng), the initiative, discussed now in Varna, is to 
be given a practical solution at the Moscow congress.

They did not do so 
catch up with their work, but the organizers placed thes into 4 separate room with 
closed doors. Was it perhaps beneath their dignity to sit down wit 
workers at the same table? Did they not invite us aleo in order to have the oppor- 
tunity of discussing with us our labor and production problems, since they dos 
come to our plant and, when they da «peak to the manager only’? Are they no 
interested in the opinions of ordinary wrkers? The opinions of those of us who 
have to work their shifts conscientious!) every day?”

And eo our Comrade Anna continued to ass questions. I could not wderstand what 
had actually happened. After all, in anewer to ay question: “Who was sitting at the 
chairman's table?” she mentioned also the names of some persons who only a few years 
ago worked their daily shifte as blwe-collar workers or foremen in the same way as 
our Comrade Anna and many thousands of other workers. 
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Even if the experience of our comrade were a umique case, it would be our duty to 
write this article. I began to look into the matter, however, and soon found that 
the experience of our comrade had many variations in our social life--not only on 
such festive occasions as awarding of decorations. Even this year during the party 
conferences which were a preparation for the 16th CPCZ Congress some delegates even 
during the recess did not meet the representatives of higher party organs who 
usually spent the intermissions in separate rooms. I asked myself the following 
question: Where did these practices and, let us say quite frankly, these uncorm- 
radeJy relations actually begin? 


Comrade Maga Mlynkova-Pohorelcova, the present vice chairwoman of the okres national 
committee at Liptovsky Mikulas recalled with excitement on the pages of PRAVDA in 
May of this year, how she as a girl, blue-collar worker, received the “Badge of 
Labor" state decoration at Prague Castle and how after the ceremony, during a friend- 
ly get-together of the decorated with the party and state leaders, she danced a 

walz with Comrade Klement Gottwald. 


I myself recall an event from the period, when I was doing my basic military train- 
ing in a remote unit of the Border Guard during the mid-1950's. Without advance 
notice, precisely when we were having lunch, our unit was visited by Comrade 
Zapotocky, the then president of the republic. Without any showiness he sat down 
at our table, tasted our traditional “pork, dumplings and cabbage," and listened 

to vur complaints in a quite informal way. A soldier in basic military training 
was entitled to a vacation only as a special reward in those days. Many of us were 
already married and could visit our wives and children only exceptionally because 
the service and requirements were demanding. We argued in our conversation with 
Comrade Zapotocky. Before starting our basic military training we had the same 
legal right to vacation as apprentices or factory workers did. And now, while we 
are doing service to our fatherland, we actually did not have such a right. Comrade 
Zapotocky attentively listened to our reasoning and parted with the following words: 
"Boys, I will look into it." 


Before completing our basic military training a special order was issued which put 
the right of soldiers in basic military training to a vacation on a legal basis. 





Naturally, I do not want to idealize or contrast those years with the present. 
Nevertheless, those years were eventually followed by the crisis period after the 
13th CPCZ Congress. It was precisely that period which was characterized by the 
haughty feeling of superiority by the “intellectual elite” toward the “manipulated” 
mass. That period was further characterized by the frantic effort not only to 
accumulate the largest possible number of titles in front of or behind one's name, 
but also to acquire a certain privileged social status. The managing "technocrats" 
were neither interested nor "needed" to hear the opinion of masses, to engage in 
discussions with the blue-collar workers. Some of them, who subsequently were de- 
prived of their party cards, in fact had stopped attending the party members’ meet- 
ings, if the “members' masses" had failed to wnderstand their antisocialist, 
rightist conceptions. And so the practice of a specific status of the "elite" 
gradually developed to whose privileged position special, specific attention was to 
be paid in every respect. 
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In these considerations I gradually reached the conclusion that the experience of 
our Comrade Anna is a sort of lingering symptom of elitist practices to which we 
must put an end as rapidly as possible because they are at variance with the 
Leninist concept of the relations between the leading and the led, of the relations 
to the working class which, due to its objective position and real values pro- 
duced by its labor, is the leading force of our socialist society. Wo bureaucrat or 
technocrat at any level of management has the right to act contrary to what ve 
sincerely, comradely preach and what we want to carry out in practice. In the first 
place, the party officials must see to it that there be no discrepancy between 
words and deeds, that every meeting with blue-collar workers and workers in general 
must create enough room for our attentive listening to their proposals, suggestions 
and views, for our sincere comradely dialogue with them in order to solve the conm- 
plex problems of the developed socialist society. Otherwise, all our resolutions 
on mass political work will remain only an empty and ineffective proclamation of 
correct principles which will be far remote from the needs of life and practice.

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DISSIDENT URGES CSSR WORKERS TO RALLY 
Rome LISTY in Czech No 5, Aug 81 pp 9-11

[Text] Wot long ago I received a letter describing the mood and situation at home. 
The letter contained the following passage: “It is strange, but the Czech working 
class allows itself to be abused...Perhaps in smaller enterprises someone might 
from time to time engage in mild criticism, but in the conglomerates there is 

an inertia of silence. It is downright frightening. It may be because people shirk 
work, steal, use their wits to survive, or perhaps because even when working, they 
only have their own interests in mind. Simply stated, the regime has succeeded in 
dragging them down into a soral morass with it, and they now feel that if they 
opened their mouths, right away someone would remind thes of their own little 

sins and selfishness. In addition, of course, the concern for their children and 
their future plays a role, in other words, everyone wants his children to have «a 
better life. It is quite comical, since there is no ‘better’ for us here, it is all 
nothing but illusion. Only the few chosen ones can expect that...” 


The incumbent regime has achieved something which no other system in the history 
of the modern industrial working class had been able to do. First, the regime 
managed to deprive the workers of a sense of belonging, a sense of solidarity, «a 
feeling that they all have common interests and aspirations. Secondly, the regime 
destroyed among the workers all confidence that, together, they can control their 
fate, that they are not nearly as weak as it appears to them when they meditate on 
their lot alone, as individuals. Under the pressures and constraints of a 
totalitarian regime, the workers have sunk into a debilitating form of fatalisa 
which evokes in them defeatist moods and hopelessnes. They have come to believe 
that the hostile force which had stripped them of all liberties and rights, is so 


overwhelming that it is impossible to stand against it. 


The workers must seek hope, their own inner strength in those examples which not 
only demonstrate but prove thet the working class is indeed capable of exerting 
influence even on the seemingly inexorable and inevitable course of history. In 
recent times, the best such example is Poland. The hopeless economic, political, 
and social conditions into which the commmist regime had reduced the country, 
aroused the workers into powerful, organized self-defense. Confronted with a 
workers organization, such as the independent wions, Solidarity, the government be- 
came disoriented and helpless, and was forced to retreat, step by step, and 
gradually accept all the basic demands voiced by the workers. Wot even the Soviet 
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Union has as yet dared to send its armies against such workers power. Later, 
when the workers joined with the intellectuals and peasants, they became a force 
which began—with caution and deliberation--to steer the course of events, the 
course of Polish future development. 


Against Hopelessness--Strength in Solidarity 


If our workers want to free themselves, they must struggle against the hopelessness 
which, under the influence of official propaganda, permeates their minds. They 
must struggle against moods which numb them and force upon them the belief that 
nothing can be done against the fate of our land. If we truly believe that nothing 
can be done, then there is indeed nothing to be done. If we believe that we are 
weak and defenseless, then we are indeed weak and defenseless. Once we recognize, 
however, that the workers represent a substantial and important portion of our 
society, that portion which is capable of reversing the course of events, if each 
and every worker becomes aware of this, then the working people become strong and 
their greatest weapon is the solidarity of all. 


Anyone who wishes to do battle for a change in our conditions, however, must recog- 
nize beforehand that such a struggle is unthinkable without sacrifices. Our 
nation is burdened with harsh historical experience, for we have in the past per- 
mitted the great powers to decide our fate. We were wable to resist superior 
force, we retreated into resignation,aand turned ourselves into weaklings, all the 
while blaming the government for everything. Such was the case at the time of 
Munich in 1938, and such was the case at the time of the Soviet invasion in 1968. 
Each worker must first look for strength Within himself and then in solidarity 
with his companions. If, however, he is afraid to stand up for justice at his own 
place of work in fear of losing a good job or endangering the future of his chil- 
dren, he is reduced to passivity and inner dissatisfaction. An individual liberates 
himself in his own soul only when, while recognizing the risks, he finds sufficient 
courage within himself to stand up against superior forces. I stress the role of 
one’s own consciousness because only those who have recognized the truth and de- 
cided to fight for it, can attract fellow combatants. Fearful people only spread 
timidity and panic around themselves and help deepen the sense of abandonment 


among all. 

Begin Small 

It would be a serious mist. f someone interpreted my words as a call to build 
barricades and engage in pa warfare. This would be pure fantasy, irrational 


delirium which does not reflec: te situation or the times. 


The workers must steel themselves through a struggle in their own workshops. First, 
they must strive for the best possible working conditions, for a solid organization 
of their labors, for reliable procurement of needed materials, for those pre- 
requisites which are actually prescribed as standard in all enterprises. Since 

the fulfillment of such conditions is be;sond the power of management in any given 
enterprise, workers voicing such demands will soon come into conflict with repre- 
sentatives of official power. The workers must appeal to trade union officials 

for help to generate a response to the workers’ just and lawful demands. Since, 
however, the union organizations today are nothing but servants of management and 
the party, rather than of the workers, the latter must strive to see that only those 
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honest and fearless workers who would not shy away from confrontation with manage- 
ment and the party secretary, are appointed to mion leadership positions. 


If we understand each other, I am not suggesting that we start an open struggle 
against the regime today. On the contrary, I advise caution and deliberation, but 
a type of caution and deliberation which has nothing in common with fear, and 

even less with indifference. A worker who becomes aware of the strength and capa- 
bilities of his class, must wage his struggle beginning with little things, rather 
seemingly little things. First of all, he must become familiarized with all 
aspects of his job and its operational, as well as social implications, such as 
work safety, etc. He must with all thoroughness master all basic regulations 
governing the operation of the work site. This is a prerequisite for the struggle. 
Regulations governing operations and everyday reality are two different things. 
However, a committed worker can use the regulations as a mirror in which the actual 
conditions are reflected, in other words, use this mirror to confront his immediate 
supervisor, as well as plant directors and trade union officials whose duty it is 
to make sure that all regulations applicable to the workers jobs are adhered to. 
Finally, the worker should use this mirror with party functionaries who--according 
to regime propaganda, are to see to it that the enterprise management and the trade 
union organization operate according to the book. 


A determined worker must use available opportwmities for exposing shortcomings, 
including normal conversations during breaks, but mainly all meetings, consulta- 
tions, especially those conducted by the trade wmion organizations. In this manner, 
the worker risks nothing, since he is only citing the very regulations which vere 
adopted by the communist regime and which, by and large, remain only on paper. It 
is doubtful that such endeavor will result in substantial changes at the work site, 
and even if it does bring about minor improvements, they will be limited and 
temporary. The importance of determined exposure of shortcomings lies in the fact 
that the critic gains the confidence of his fellow workers, that they begin to re- 
gard him as their spokesman, that he assumes a certain authority at his place of 
work. Naturally, some of his supervisors will come to consider him a troublemaker 
who disrupts the calm atmosphere of irresponsibility and unresolved problems. While 
the party officials will sense the danger of his efforts, there is nothing they 

can directly do against him. The danger to the regime of this activity lies in 
that it concretely and publicly points a finger at the conflict between words and 
reality, and that oi the small scale of the work site it, in fact, reveals the 
fundamental fallacies rooted in the system itself. 


Come Together 


After a certain period of this activity, the committed worker will be joined by 
another who also sees beyond his own selfish interests. It is at this point when 
a new situation arises, one which entails certain risks. For it marks the begin- 
nings of a group of people who think alike and possess the will to affect the course 
of events. In the initial phase, they should get to know each other well, in order 
to establish mutual trust. This can be accomplished in small gatherings at which 
they would discuss the situation in their place of work, including labor, social, 
and psychological problems (peoples' opinions and moods, their relationship with 
the communist party, etc.), but also the overall situation in Czechoslovakia, 
current international problems, e.g., how people of their acquaintance are affected 
by the events in Poland. Finally, they should inform each other of what they read. 








They should, above all, study history, especially the history of the workers move- 
ment. This would clearly show them what aspirations the workers had in the past, 
how their majority always stood on democratic principles, how they struggled to 
improve democracy in all areas of social life, while the communist party, wherever 
it came to power, had betrayed and dest<cyed all democratic principles, and 
enslaved the population, including the working class. 


They should also study the post-World War II history of Czechoslovakia. They should 
analyze, for example, the workers uprising in 1953 at the time of the currency 
reform, the attempts to bring democracy into economic management in the 1960's, the 
1968 developments, especially the then only independent wniion in the postwar history 
of communist regimes--the Federation of Locomotive Detachments. 


With Clean Hands 


To become spokesmen of the working class, individuals must know a great deal, 

but they must also be aware of their moral obligations. If their words are to 
carry weight, they must have clean hands. The present situation in the enter- 
prises offers many temptations for transgressions, individual or collective theft 
or participation in fraud. Hands off from all this! Hands off, for the sake of 
one's own clear conscience, but especially because participation in tempting self- 
enrichment binds our hands, and makes our struggle against these phenomena impos- 
sible. He who wants to fight against the system under which we live, sust free 
himself not only from the official doctrine but also from the corrupted practices 
which permeate our entire existence. Such an individual must conscientiously dis- 
cipline himself to achieve moral strength. He may be a religious believer or an 
atheist, the main thing is that he be a convinced democrat who recognizes the capa- 
bilities of the working class in a struggle against a totalitarian regime, and 

who is deeply convinced that even an individual can initiate the struggle. To do 
so, however, he must be morally strong, he must free himself from fear of persecu- 
tion and even imprisonment. From my own experience, I can say that worse than 
jail itself, is the inner lack of freedom caused by one's own indifference or fear 
of active participation in the common struggle. 





The Party and the Rank and File 


A man who possesses inner freedom, who knows what he wants and why, must be aware of 
what the communist party represents in our country. It is, first of all a paid-- 
and well paid, apparat, that it is, first and foremost, a bureaucratic machine at 
the top of which stands the general secretary, the best paid bureaucrat of them all. 
l am saying this because we should approach rank-and-file party members a bit dif- 
ferently, especially those in factories. These are mostly ordinary people, the same 
as ourselves, who merely provide a facade for the bureaucratic apparat, without even 
being aware of doing so. We should, there’ore, address them not as enemies but 
rather as people with whom we can reach a,reement. Each one of us knows many real 
communists who basically think as we do, and who came into the party, or remain in 
it, for various reasons, often only out of fear of harming themselves and especially 
their families, 


At the same time, we must remember that, by now, the commmist party has become a 


totally alien body in our national life, which not only acts contrary to the cur- 
rept aveds of our population, but also in sharp conflict with all political 
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traditions of our people. Many of us could have believed in the early postwar 

years when Gottwald and others were playing the nationalist tume, that this party 
represented the aspirations of our nations. Following the experience of several 
decades, however, and especially after the Soviet invasion of August 1968, the 
communist party stands totally revealed as an antinational and antipopular organiza- 
tion which defends exclusively the interests of a foreign power, the Soviet Union. 
Thus, it has become the instrument of foreign interests in our land. 


We must keep in mind, though, that we do not have the capability to remove this 
body from our lives by means of a single giant strike. Wo one has such strength, 
therefore, all showy posturing to prove that the governing power stands on feet of 
clay, is childish. It stands not on clay, but on feet made of steel, i.e., on 
Soviet tanks. It is no secret that the power of the communist party here is active- 
ly backed by roughly 5 to 10 percent of the population, officials of the party, 
police, state, and trade wiion aparat. All experimental research shows that in 
free elections the party would win no more than that; however, while this power 
lacks the backing of its own population, it has the support of the Soviet aruy 
which did not hesitate to intervene forcefully in our life once before and would 
not hesitate to do so again in the future. Nevertheless, the Polish events demon- 
strate that it is possible to compel this power to tolerate significant change, 
provided the working class transforms itself into an organized force. Obviously, 
there is a different situation in each country and different conditions for 
activism; however, the first precondition of any~-even the slightest, change is the 
will to act in the struggle for it. 


Against Fatalism 


I realize that our special history shows the time of the national reawakening has 
reduced us to an unpleasant state of fatalism. We have rooted within ourselves the 
feeling that we are nothing but history's plaything, that we are constantly being 
crushed by its wheels, and that we are the victims of world happenings. We do not 
admit this openly, sometimes we even engage in bombastic language, but the feeling 
is there. The 20th century has, so to speak, finished us in this respect, one might 
even say that it destroyed us. Munich, February 1948 and August 1968, those are 
the molders of our national psychology. These were the milestones when the strong 
decided our fate, while we were sitting quietly in some corner. These are not 
encouraging observations. However, if we wish to make changes, we must first 

change ourselves, our thinking. And to be able to change, we sust first look in a 
mirror and contemplate our face with drastic realism. Only realization and under- 
standing of our weaknesses can mean the beginning of something positive. For in 
real terms, in modern history, our will has equalled zero. Look at the Poles during 
the last two centuries, how often have they fought, without any hope of victory, in 
the struggle for liberty and national dignity. The year 1980 is no accident in 
Poland. 


Legal Struggle 


All that I say is, of course, highly simplified. In fact, each paragraph would 
merit extensive elaboration and justification. I am saying all this in abbreviated 
form so that those who have the qualities to engage in a struggle, might become 
more aware of the nature of the society in which they live, the state of social 
thinking and feeling. At the same time, I am convinced that the struggle for a 








change for the better can only be initiated by committed individuals who vill 
first acquire self-confidence for this struggle. And since I believe that, with 
respect to society, the most hopeful force is the workers, I speak of them and a 
little also to then. 


The modest struggle which begins with a small collective at the workshop, the 
struggle for small changes and improvements at the work sites, adherence to the 
very standards adopted by the regime, this struggle will be long and difficult 
because its results will not be fast in coming, nor will they be spectacular. 
Nevertheless, this small struggle to improve our life and, in the long rum, our 
destiny, is essential because without it there is nothing. Big confrontations 
with totalitarian power cannot be waged without first strengthening our muscles 
in these small, everyday engagements. 


It is mot inconceivable that the worsening economic situation will provoke mass 

and stormy manifestations of dissatisfaction. However, should this dissatisfaction 
express itself only in destruction and vandalism, it will lead to nothing. If, 
however, we have in the factories experienced workers who have earned their spurs 
in those small confrontations, they will become the leaders capable of standing at 
the head of bigger struggles steaming from this masse and stormy dissatisfaction. 


If the situation should become favorable enough, the workers could initiate a 
campaign for their own, independent trade wion organization to which they are 
legally entitled even today, but for which they are not yet strong enough. Such 
strength can only come from that small, everyday struggle which, for now, the 
workers must wage within the existing trade wmion organizations, even though these 
do not represent workers’ interests but rather the party, i.e., antiworker and 
antinational interests. Nevertheless, these wions exist at every place of work 
and it is necessary to make use of them in the omall struggle for workers’ rights 
which are incorporated in various laws and decrees but which no one bothers to 
respect or enforce. 


I am therefore advising nothing that is impossible, I do recommend a legal struggle, 
the rules of which emanate from existing legal standards approved by the communist 
regime itself. I am calling for an open, lawful struggle whose importance lies not 
in possible positive results alone. Its importance is guch more deeply rooted, 

for this struggle can change us, ourselves, and our thinking. It will liberate 

us from the crippling effects of fatalism and free our own will to act in an attempt 
for an independent formulation of our destiny, while respecting and not under- 
estimating certain realities of the historical forun.

AIR FORCE OFFICERS SCHOOL'S FLIGHT TRAINING PROGRAM DESCRIBED

{Text} At the Franz Mehring Officers College, Air Forces/Air Defense Command 
highly specialized military airmen, unquestioningly loyal to the working class, 
are being trained to serve as pilots of fighter planes, helicopters and of trans- 
port aircraft and as navigators. 


Theoretical instruction and practical flight training constitutes a thorough 
unified process designed to reeult in raising Air Force officers dedicated to 
socialism who are highly qualified military specialists with well-rounded educa- 
tion. Theoretical instruction alternates with practical flight training in 
stages and is concluded by a written examination and graduation. By receiving 
a lieutenant’s commission the young Air Force officer acquires the title of 
“professional engineer.” 


To discharge these tasks the flight training section has « highly qualified 

staff consisting of commanding officers, leaders and warrant officers teaching 
special subjects. Most of these comrades are college graduates. Many of thes 
are graduates of Soviet wilitary academies and have acquired additional qualifica- 
tion by service with military units, retraining to master new technologies, 
correspondence courses to earn credits in military psychology and pedagogy at a 
school of higher learning or by studying as candidates for the second academic 
title. 


From the time of its founding the flight training section has developed into an 
educational institution qualified to meet the requirements of the state of the 
military art in a modern school building with appropriate teaching and training 
equipment and well furnished dormitories for cadet officers. Due to these 
favorable conditions a high standard is ‘eing maintained in fulfilling the training 
objectives. 


The requirements of modern military science, methods of combat and technology, 
the needs of the troops and the demands which they place on socialist Air Force 
officers serve as training criteria. 








Today's military airmen are masters of many specialized skills. Major General 

K. Baars has characterized socialist military airmen very fittingly when he said: 
“They personify resolute commanders ready to accept the risk involved in combat 

and possess at the same time the education of interdisciplinary engineers. They 
are strong-willed, politically committed men with an international outlook, 

decisive in their actions both on the ground as in the air, fighters unquestioningly 
loyal to their socialist homeland and their calling. 


To imbue their charges with these lofty ideals each teaching member considers 
it his heartfelt duty to strengthen the cadets’ communist way of thinking and 
acting and impart to them specific and useful political and military knowledge. 


The theoretical instruction our section offers includes teaching the fundamentals 
of social sciences, technical mathematics, languages, general military and physical 
training as well as tactics, aerodynamics and military technology as specialized 
subjects. 


Social sciences are taught by the Department of Social Sciences, general military 
science as part of basic training and sports and languages are taught by the 
flight tactics and technical education departments of our section. 


The content of the specialized subjects taught deals with the nature of modern 
aerial combat, contemporary aircraft and helicopters and those in the planning 
stage. Mastery of the combat technique and the theory of aerial combat calls 
for knowledge and skill in the field of navigation and basic education in mathe- 
matics, aerodynamics, mechanics, thermodynamics, meteorology, automation, 
electrical engineering and electronics. Basic knowledge taught in our section 
ig’ specifically selected for relevance to the specialized curriculum subjects. 


Even so our plan of instruction presupposes knowledge of specific subject matter 
which every applicant for admission to the Franz Mehring Officers College must 
possess. Required among other qualifying criteria is successful graduation from 
middle school. It is gratifying to note that the applicants’ level of education 
is steadily rising. As a result the requirements on the quality of ‘nstruction 
are also being raised both in the area of social sciences as well as in language 
skills and basic specialized training. The teaching staff of our section is at 
all times eager to foster this development and is constantly searching for better 
means and methods to render the training of the cadets more effective. 


From the beginning special emphasis has been placed on developing and strengthening 
commitment to communist ideology, the cadets’ way of thinking and behavior, on 
training relevant to the airmen and aimed at instruction in modern ways of combat, 
self education, independent study, the development of leadership qualities and 

the ability to resolve political and military tasks in a methodical way. 


1. Key Elements of the Curriculum 


In discharging their respective teaching assignments officers and teachers in 
the role of college-level instructors are primarily responsible for implementing 
the above objectives. 








The subject matter taught in social sciences includes: Marxist-Leninist philosophy, 
Marxist-Leninist political and military economics, scientific communiss, history 

of the worker movement and military history, military pedagogy, ailitary psychology 
and political leadership and education. 


Social science instruction constitutes the cornerstone of the training program 
because of the key role it plays in communist upbringing of our cadet officers. 

It provides the young officers with solid, well-grounded basic knowledge qualifying 
them to evaluate any situation in the light of Marxist-Leninist theory and the 
worldview of the working class. Communist education also enables the cadet 
officers to apply their knowledge of Marxism-Leninism convincingly, demonstrate 
scientifically the correctness of our party's strategy and actual policies, under- 
stand the class struggle of our time, find their own rightful place in the 

struggle for military power and combat readiness and gain thorough and unambiguous 
understanding of the class enemy's ideology. 


Throughout the program sports instruction constitutes the framework for physical 
fitness training. Only physically fit people in vigorous health are able to 
exploit fully the potential of the complex aircraft and helicopter technology. 
For this reason sports are an important part of the training program and are 
pursued intensively with emphasis on the sport of glider flying requiring instant 
reaction, courage, strength and endurance. 


In the Department for the Study of Tactics cadet officers acquire knowledge on 
handling aircraft or helicopters in serial c.mbat and on enemy tactics. Basic 
theoretical knowledge in the use of weapors «4 sights and in serial combat with 
various types of craft are being taught. The ultimate objective of this training 
is to teach cadets to use the aircraft or the helicopter as 4 weapon, assess 
correctly the combat situation and the enemy's intention and reach correct 
decisions. Knowledge of laws and regulations governing formation flying, flight 
security and tactical navigation are also being taught. 


In the Department for Technical Instruccion cadet officers acquire the necessary 
knowledge on aerodynamics and flight mechanics, the construction and basic func- 
tioning of aircraft assemblies, systems and engines. The theoretical instruction 
of cadets in the type of aircraft or helicopter they will fly begins upon comple- 
tion of basic training in subjects such as mathematics, mechanics, thermodynamics, 
the knowledge of engines, aircraft, electrical engineering and electronics. 
Training is closely tied to the practical handling of aircraft, especially to 
mastering their operation, maintenance, control and monitoring of flight equipment. 


Instruction in aerodynamics is the key subject in this departwent. It aims at 
imparting knowledge on the aerodynamic justification of technical solutions in 
the building of aircraft, helicopters and instruments, analyzing the serodynamic 
and mechanical conditions governing flight safety, the control of aircraft or 
helicopters in flight and using flight «cctrol in combat to the limit of the 
aircraft's maneuverability. 


2. Instruction Methods and Conditions 


Instruction and especially instruction methods reflect to the greatest possible 
degree the modern theory of learning applied in the republic in schools of higher 
learning. 
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From the very beginning the teaching and learning process are arranged to foster 
independent study of the subject matter by the cadet officers. Following on 


lectures, which aim primarily at problem-solving and focus on key questions, 
cadet officers study individually to acquire new knowledge. With the help of 
literature, text books, their own notes and regulations the cadets broaden and 
consolidate their knowledge in seminars, colloquia and consultations. 


Our section has well equipped classrooms, laboratories and study rooms permitting 
cadet officers to work independently. The equipment and arrangement of classrocus 
and the adjacent laboratory, the domain of Lieutenant Colonel R. Schaefer, is 
outstanding. The cadet officers respect Lieutenant Colonel Schaefer, a member 

of the party leadership, not only as an experienced serodynamicist but also as 

a communist who helps them fulfill the training program and is at all times 

ready to assist them by advice and deed in problem solving. 


Our cadet officers acquire the initial knowhow and skill needed to start and 
operate flight equipment in study rooms. Within the framework of wilitary tech- 
nical training the cadets familiarize themselves primarily with the flight cabin 
and keep practicing until they master all operational procedures to perfection. 
While consolidating their knowledge sbout flight <actics and navigation they 
receive permission to communicate by radio. 


Our flight trainees broaden their knowledge also by contact with ailitary scien- 

tists and innovators improving in thie way their ability to solve problems 

independently, purposefully and with perseverance. As a result of this contact 

military scientists were able to submit valuable studies which enriched the 

training program. Experienced leaders of youth innovator collectives have 

succeeded frequently in guiding cadet members of such collectives to achieve 

considerable successes in developing and building efficient and useful training 

aids which gained praise at Future Mesters Fairs. The personal gain of every 1 
participating cadet officer who broad xe his kvwwledge and learns to engage in 

scientific work is viewed as an especially valuable asset. 


The young military airmen graduating now and in the future from the officer 
training college to serve in military unite will discharge their duty assigned 
them by the working class beyond the year 2000. Therefore, the current training 
program must be advanced enough to meet the requirements of the eighties and 
nineties. The educational and training process must be designed to shape the 
personality development of military airmen constructively so they can meet these 
requirements and the tasks arising from thes. 


The teaching staff and cadet officers of our section were assigned by the 10th 
SED Congress the task of elevating the instruction and training process standard 
to the highest level as our contribution to raising our silitary potential and 
combat readiness. 


Our lasting objective is to raise competent, highly qualified and ideologically 
committed ailitary specialists-sirgen to become commanding officers and fighter 
pilots who know their business thoroughly and can lead their subordinates to 
victory in combat with attacking edversarics.

Next, saying that the main purpose of his visit was to meet with Micolae 
Ceausescu, secretary general of the Romanian Communist Party, the first secretary 
of the French Socialist Party mentioned that the interview focused on the rela- 
tions between the two parties, on the Romenian-French relations in the economic, 
commercial, financial, banking and cultural fields, just as on major questions 
of the current international situation: detente, peace, the numerous states of 
tension, underdevelopment and the struggle against it. The exchange of views-- 
Lionel Jospin said--was sincere and I, we all consider it as a privilege since 
we have shared from the experience of a personality of the international life 
like President Nicolae Ceausescu. 


Then, the first secretary of the French Socialist Party answered questions, 
referring to the long-standing relations between France and Romania, to the links 
between the progressive and democratic movements of the two cowitries. 


The relations between the Romanian Communist Party and the French Socialist Party 
are old and constant, the guest said. The interviews and talks between President 
Nicolae Ceausescu and President Francois Mitterrand allowed for a consolidation 
of the relations of friendship and for an approximation of viewpoints on various 
political questions. The principles we safeguard in the international arena, the 
speaker stressed, respect for peoples’ rights, for sovereignty and independence, 
the rejection of the policy of force, the settlement of litigious issues by means 
of negotiations--are common and we safeguard them everywhere. This is the basic 
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explanation of the particular character of the relations between the two parties, 
in spite of the differences between then. 


The speaker approached next questions related to Europe. In that connection he 
said among other things: As for European identity I was surprised that President 
Nicolae Ceausescu insisted very much on that question. Wot that he was doing it 
but by the force and vigour with which he was doing it. It is known that in 
Europe there are two social systems, two military pacts, different political 
institutions, thet there also are big differences in point of international 
policy. I could note that despite all this Romania has always attached impor- 
tance to the idea that Europe is and will remain a wity in spite of divisions, 
of differences. An historical unity, a unity of civilization, and, maybe, 
despite various differences, despite the outcome of the war, a unity of common 
destiny. We also attach great importance to the European unity and identity, to 
the preservation and development of our culture and I think that on this ground, 
which is a traditional ground of international relations, we still have many 
things to do together in order to score concrete results. 


As to the goals of peace, security, detente, lessening of tension, the wish to 
come back to the spirit of detente, the speaker further said, I think that the 
Romanian and the French leaders have common opinions. In that connection the 
first secretary of the French Socialist Party pointed to the importance of 
achieving a world and European balance not by developing nuclear weapons but 

by reducing armaments, by means of negotiation. He also considered that a come- 
back to detente implies the observance of the principles and norms of inter- 
national law--noninterference in domestic affairs, non-use of force to settle 
conflictual situations, peoples’ right to free development. We must do every- 
thing possible so that the norms of international lew be observed again, norms 
that are jeopardized-on an economic, monetary and commercial plane, on the plane 
of human rights and even on a strategic plane, following the emergence of new 
conflicts which can lead but to nuclear wars. All these are destabilizing 
factors and we wish to come back to the observance of the principles and norms 
set. Romania and France can play a positive role so that these principles be 
observed and solutions found when conflicts crop up. 


The speaker referred next to economic questions confronting his country saying 
that the government would act for relaunching the economy and investments which 
should serve social justice and level social inequities. 


In conclusion, the guest shared impressions from his short visit to Romania.
